5. *’'To see whether the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $587. as its fair share of the operating cost of Elliot Com- 
munity Hospital. 

6. ‘To see if the Town will vote for snow removal and sand- 
ing on either Class V or Class VI roads or take any other action 
relating thereto to raise and appropriate money for the same.

The meeting was called to order at 9:30 A.M. by the Moder- 
ator, Paul D. King, who read the Warrant. It was moved, 
seconded and voted that Article No. 1 remain open for the 
duration of the meeting.

Article No. 4. It was voted to accept the reports of Agents 
and Auditors as printed in the Town Report. 


Articles No. 5, No. 6, No. 7, and No. 8 were all voted in the 
discussion of Article No. 2 and No. 3. 


Article No. 9. It was voted to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $200.00 for the Elliot Community Hospital (See item 
Health Department, including Hospitals in proposed expendi- 
tures.) 


Article No. 10. It was voted to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $100.00 toward the purchase of tables for the Dining Room 
in the Town Hall. 


Article No. 11. See under Articles No.2 and 3 above. 


Article No. 12. This Article was passed over as it was 
pointed out that this privilege had been granted some years ago. 


Article No. 13. <A ballot vote was called for and taken on 
this Article which was rejected 39 to 24. 
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Article No. 14. As it was now nearly noontime it was moved 
that discussion and voting on this Article be deferred until 
1:00 P.M. The vote was to defer action until after lunch 22 to 13. 


After lunch Mr. John Terry, Jr. moved that a Committee of 
three be appointed by the Selectmen to investigate the cost of 
a loader or other similar vehicle, or the lease of same, and 


report at the next Town Meeting. This Motion was rejected 
aye ties Jib 


Mr. Garl Messer moved that the Town borrow not to exceed 
$12,000.00 for the purchase of a loader. This Motion was not 
approved. 


Article No. 15. It was voted to use the income from the 
Jotham Lord Fund for the support of the Library. 


Article No. 16 and 17 were aproved under Article 2 and 3. 
Article No. 18. Approved by the voters. 


Article No. 19. Mr. John Terry, Jr. moved “that it is the 
sense of this meeting that the 1963 meeting be held at 8:00 P.M. 
on the second Tuesday of March, 1963, according to the Re- 
vised Laws of New Hampshire Annoted 39:1.” This motion 
was seconded but rejected 40 to 19. 


Mr. Alonzo Hudson moved that a Committee of three be ap- 
pointed by the Selectmen to investigate the cost of a loader; 
one member of the Committee to be a Road Agent, Committee 
to report at next Town Meeting. This Motion was seconded and 
approved by the voters. 

Mr. Carl Messer moved that the Town go on record as op- 
posed to paying “our share” of the County Tax for ‘Tone 
Fire Alarm System. Approved by voice vote. 

Mr. Donald A. Paine asked that a vote be taken to see if 
the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to distribute 
the Inventory Blanks at the time of taking the inventory. The 
motion wes seconded and approved by the voters.

July 27th, 1962 


The meeting was called to order at 8:01 P.M. o'clock by the 
Moderator, Paul D. King, who read the Warrant. 

Article No. 1. Mrs. Patricia Moore moved that the Town 
vote to use the downstairs dining room in the Town Hall for 
Kindergarten purposes. ‘The motion was seconded. 

Mrs. Louise Whippie explained in some detail that the 
Kindergarten would be under the sponsorship of the local P.T.A. 
and that the association would pay the premium for Public 
Liability Insurance, and share any other additional expense for 
the use of the facilities in the Town Hall. 


A ballot vote was called for and 96 votes were handed in: 
34 No votes and 62 Yes votes. ‘The Motion was therefore ap- 
proved. 


Article No. 2. Mr. Carl Barrett, Jr. moved to amend the 
Zoning Laws by adding Section H (a) as printed in the 
Warrant. He further explained the reasoning behind the word- 
ing of the amendment and stated that the Zoning Board of 
Adjustment had obtained legal advice before submitting the 
amendment. 


The Motion was seconded and a ballot vote called for and 
taken. There were 88 ballots handed in, 11 No votes and 77 Yes 
votes. The amendment was therefore adopted. 


Article No. 3. Mr. Talbot Hood moved that, if legal, com- 
mencing in March, 1963, the Annual Town Meeting for the 
Town of Westmoreland, be held in the evening at eight o’clock. 


This Motion was seconded and considerable discussion followed. 

A ballot vote was called for and taken. There were 100 ballots 
cast: 1 ‘‘don’t care;’ 41 No votes and 58 Yes votes. Therefore the 
Motion passed. 


Mr. John Terry, Jr. moved that the Selectmen be requested 
to appoint a Committee of three to find out more about the 
“Tone System” of Fire Alarm for Westmoreland, and to report 
at next Town Meeting. There was considerable discussion on 
this. The Fire Department and the Selectmen voiced their dis- 
approval of the System. ‘The Motion was seconded and a show 
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of hands vote was taken: 26 Yes and 33 No. The Motion was 
therefore defeated. 

Mr. Donald Paine and Mr. Walter Dunn spoke about the 
tables to be purchased for the dining room with funds ap- 
propriated at the Annual Town Meeting in March, 1962, and 
donated by various local organizations. ‘The purpose of this 
was to find out whether rectangular or round tables were pre- 
ferred. The decision was to buy rectangular tables. 

Mr. Richard LeDuc offered the new resuscitator and two 
tanks to the Town as a gift from the Fire Department which 
raised the funds by various means to pay for it. Mr. David 
Adams moved that the Town accept the gift with thanks. The 
Motion was seconded and approved by acclamation. A rising 
vote of thanks was given to the Fire Department for its good 
work and generosity.

Costs of suppressing carelessly set outdoor fires in New Hamp- 
shire in 1962 cost the persons responsible $5,545.00. In the’ 
same period, the cost to the cities and towns for control of such 
fires for which no responsibility could be placed cost another 
$24,634.00. What utter waste of tax money and what shameful 
and needless loss of timber and esthetic values in the 2200 
acres burned. Residents, farms, and other business places were 
threatened with possible total destruction. 


Carelessly set man caused fires can be prevented if every 
citizen remembers his responsibility in regard to any source 
of fires in =the ‘open. (We can) help to, keeps our inremloc 
low by remembering these simple rules. 


1. Dispose of burnable waste at the town dump. 

2. If waste or brush is to be burned on the premises, obtain 
a permit from the forest fire warden. Seasonal permits 
may be issued for aproved incinerators and sites. 

3. Burn safely by picking a clean site, avoiding dry windy 
weather and preferably burning late in the day. 

4. Have something to keep the fire under control - pails 
of water, garden hose, sprinkling can, broom for grass 
fires or shovel will help. 

5. Be sure your fire is dead out before you leave it. 

6. If thesfire gets out’ of control*or 1h youvsee a fre outsar 
control, report promptly to your warden or fire de- 


partment. Continue to fight it until help arrives. 
There is potential danger when matches fall into the hands 


of children. It is never too early for parents to install in the 
child’s mind a respect for fire.

It is interesting to note that in the early 20th century, mass 
immunization, improved sanitation, and innumerable other ad- 
vances in medicine and public health had brought communicable 
disease under control. 


When school medical services were started in this country the 
principal objective was to control contagious and nuisance di- 
sease through frequent medical inspections of the school and 
pupils. As communicable disease have been controlled, emphasis 
has shifted to examinations for hearing and vision defects, and 
school physicals looking for physical defects. 

School health services must be family-centered and family- 
oriented. The ultimate objective of the school health services is 
to maintain, protect, and promote the optimal health—physical, 
mental, emotional and social—of the school-age child. 

The following is a list of functions included in the school 
health program: 
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LO appraise the health status of pupils and school per- 


sonnel. 


To counsel pupils, parents, and others concerning findings. 
To encourage the correction of remediable defects. 


To assist in the identification and education of handi- 
capped children. 


To help prevent and control disease. 


To provide emergency service for injury or sudden sickness.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Westmoreland: 


I hereith submit my annual report as your Superintendent of 
Schools: 


I reported the completion and occupancy of a new six-room 
school building in my 1959-60 report. One room was not being 
used. A year later, it was in active use and now our enrollment 
forecast for the fall of 1963 is 160 pupils which is 13 more pupils 
than this year. We can probably just about handle this number. 
The building has the spaces for more pupils; the problem is that 
the classes vary in numbers and do not lend themselves to di- 
visions to fit the number of pupil spaces and teacher stations 
that are available. As far as can be determined, the enrollment 
in the fall of 1964 will be such as to need another room, or one 
grade can be tuitioned to some other school. 

Your School Board has met with the committee appointed to 
study the pros and cons of long-term tuition contracts and has 
also met with the Keene and Walpole School Boards to discuss 
the topic of long-term contracts. In addition, they have met with 
representatives of the school districts of Acworth, Alstead, Chest- 
erfield, Charlestown, Langdon, Marlow and Walpole to discuss 
the possibilities of the formation of a Cooperative School Dis- 
trict. Progress reports will undoubtedly be given at the annual 
School District Meeting. 

A decision should be made in the near future that will be 
best for Westmoreland on the basis of adequate educational op- 
portunity, with reasonable economy and soundness on a long- 
range basis. 

A deficit appropriation is necessary this year because the Keene 
tuition bill for last year was $700 less than it should have been, 
and an increase of seven in the number of tuition pupils. 

A successful Social Studies workshop for the teachers of Su- 
pervisory Union #60 was held last fall as a preliminary to the 
opening of school. The follow-up day in October placed em- 
phasis on demonstrations of successful use of the material de-

veloped during the first two days. 


An adaptation of the so-called Joplin reading plan is being 
used this year. The results to date are gratifying and we believe 
the end of the year reading tests will show improvement over 
past years. We plan to use a similar plan next year in teaching 
arithmetic and in addition expand the teaching of modern 
arithmetic to include grades seven and eight. 


One group has had special attention this year, being taught on 
an ungraded basis in all subjects. Even though the trial period 
has been a success in terms of the learning process, we will be un- 
able to continue this educational opportunity because of the in- 
creased enrollment next year. 

The donations of books and other items to aid the educational 
process are very much appreciated. Mr. John H. Terry, Jr. 
donated the letters that were used to place the name of the school 
on the building. 

The United States Office of Education published, in 1957, a 
handbook of school financial accounting. The State Board of 
Education issued a School Financial Accounting Handbook that 
incorporated, wherever possible, the practices recommended in 
the national handbook. The change in accounting for school 
district monies, the preparation of budgets and reports became 
effective July 1, 1962. The purpose of the change is directed to- 
ward the achievement of standardization that will give better ac- 
counting and reporting practices plus the ability to make more 
accurate comparisons.
